Company, wholesaler, 713

If a dealer needs 
a set of wrenches, a_ particular 
wrench, or other tools, he can be 
quickly supplied, as the house car- 
ries a full stock. Sales of hand tools 
rank next to shop equipment with 
this company at present; garage 
units such as United States air com- 
pressors and car washers standing 
third last year. Greasing systems 
also move well, and two service 
men are employed on mechanical 
work for customers in the line of 
these larger units. 

Salesmen Take Physical Inventory 

The inventory on shop equipment 
and small tools together amounts 
to approximately $50,000, and while 
the “book” inventory is made out 
annually by certified accountants, 
the physical inventory is taken by 
the salesmen, in order to familiar- 
ize them, or refresh their memory 
with everything in stock. At such 
times they wear their old clothes 
for two weeks and busy themselves 
dusting off, examining, checking 
and replacing all the items carried 

Among the _ outstanding lines 
stocked are the following: United 
States air compressors and car 
washers; the Weaver line, the Bur- 
ton & Rogers battery equipment 
line, the Willis-Jones line, the Black |

Thus the 
folders help to pyramid sales. 

Delivering goods promptly is a 
cardinal principle of the company 
and this part of the service is 
speeded up within the nearby area 
by means of two trucks, there being 
at least two regular deliveries daily, 
one starting at 10 or 11 in the 
morning and another in the after- 
noon. 

The large display windows are 
dressed weekly, care being taken not 
to overcrowd them with merchan- 
dise.
